ted "The Arrow" with a new and more 
powerful motor, and this important 
part oC the mechanism worked to per- 
fection. 
The new motor gave great 


impetus to the propeller, and this, ap- 
parently, made the bis,

shaped balloon much easier to handle. 
It responded readily to every turn of 
the steerine gear, and was driven in 
every direction at sharp angles as the 
aeronaut desired. 


\Mr. Knabenshne said: "I think I 


have demonstrated that with a perfect 
working motor, as I think we now 
have, 'The Arrow' can be controlled 
as easily as one man can control-^an 
automobile. I found no difficulty in 
bringing the airship to the starting 
place and landing where I desired. 
The atmospherte conditions were per- 
fect for the experiment, and Captalu 
Baldwin, as well as myself, is elated 
over the success of the flighU"

Rome, Jan. .']0.—Many 
meetings 


were -held in the principal towns of 
Italy to protest against the alleged 
Russian cruelties. 
The more notable 


of these meetings were at Naples. 
Pisa, Ancona, Messina, Genoa and 
Brindisi. At the last named place an 
attempt was made to pull down the 
Russian arms from the door of the 
consulate. 
In Rome, notwithstanding

great display of troops, 5,000 of which 
lad been brought in from provinces to 
reinforce the ordinary garrison, about 
3,000 people assembled and tried to

SakharofTa Report. 


St. Petersburg, Jan. 30.—Lieutenant 


General Sakharoff has telegraphed tho 
following report to the general staff 
under date of Jan. 28: "On Jan. 26 the 
enemy began to concentrate in consid- 
erable force near Saadepas, intending 
to take the pffenslve. On Jan. 27 our 
column on the extreme left took the 
offensive' against the villages of Su- 
mapu and Paotsia, south of Sandepas, 
which were occupied by the enemy. 
During the whole of Jan. 27 an obsti- 
nate fight was' going on here, 'and 
after midnight we took Sumapii. Oa 
Jan. 26 another column adranciu^ 
upon Sandepas occupied in the even-

doubt with a triple row of artificial 
obstacles, which had been

damaged by our flre and which was 
armed with field artillery and quick- 
firers, and seeing the impossibility of 
carrying the redoubt without a prelim- 
inary bombardment, our troops, left 
Sandepas, which had been set on fire, 
it being impossible to remain there 
without risking defeat."
